"groat contribuiiou to tho world's stock 
of soiontilic trutli." 

What is thoro ia those rosults or ia 
the contribution to sciostiQc truth to 
coiupensnto for tho vast expenditure of 
truftsuro and Iho still hoaviur outlay of 
priceless human lifo that Arctic oxplo- 
ratlon has oatuiled? Tlie track ol tho 
explorer throughout is iiiarkud with 
the whitened bonos of bravo luou who 
.have laid down their lives after siiftbr- 
ing and privation of tho most iriglitful 
cbaractor, tho baro recital of which 
brings tears to tho eyes of strong men. 
What is thoro iu tho gain that scltui- 
tifio truth has made to coruponsato for 
this and tlio lifelong sorrow of the wid- 
ows and orphans? 

What is there, indeed, of real prncti- 
,cal value in the results? "Scioniific 
truth" has an important sounil; and 
under 8omo circnmstanoos is as impor- 
tant as it sounds. The scientific truth 
that tends to the amolioration of suflor- 
ing or bettering of humanity, the open- 
ing of now channels for hiimiin endeav- 
or, or ovon now fields for labor, is !i 
good tliftt is worth a groat doal in 
money and even in lifo. But in what 
way has tho sciontiiic truth ovolvod 
,fcom Arotio exploration actually helped 
mankind to bo stronger or bolter? It 
'has increased tho sum total of human 
knowledge; but of what practical bene- 
fit ill the knowledge? 

Tho one really valuable fact discov- 
ered by all tho Arctic explorers is that 
Arctic exploration is useless. The tes- 
timony of the Greoly expedition is to 
the jamo eiToct as the testimony of all 
the expeditions that procfulod it, that 
there is nothing to bo )iad iu tlioso 
frozen regions which tlio olvilizeil 
world wants unless it is the barren ad- 
ditions to tho stock of abstract scioo- 
tifio truth. 

Is it not time then.for this country at 
least, to abandon this field of explora- 
tion? There is ample room for tho ad- 
venturous spirif, of tho nation to exploit 
itself within tho limits of possible ben- 
efit to tho nation or the world. Tho 
Arctic region jn'omises no such bonofit.

COAL STATISTICS. 



. There are but six groat coal-producing 
nations — Enyland, America, Gormany, 
France, Belgium and Austria. The total 
output of coal ill all the world in the year 
1870, as aacurtained from the best au- 
thorities on the Bubjoct, was, in round 
iiurabera, 'J98,()00,000 tons. In 188'i, it 
had riaoa to 382,000,000 tons — ati iiicrfaae 
of 04,000,000 tons, or 21Js per cent, in tlio 
fthroe years, orat the rate of 7i\ por cent a 
year.

The San Franoisoo Ghroniole says that 
these six nation.i, both in 1879 and 188"2, 
produced a little over 95 por cunt, of all 
the coal produced in the world. EnjjUiiurB 
share in 1879 was a little lesa timii 4S por 
cent, and that of the United States a little 
more than 20 por cent. But in 18S2 Eng- 
land's share of the total output of the 
world dropped to 40| per cent., while that 
of the United States rose to nearly 23 por 
cent, of the whole. Robert P. Fortor, 
statistician, informs the public that the 
coul production of England (the United 
Kingdom) fipr the year elided June 30lli, 
1884, had dmppod from 15G,4i)'J,9f)7 tons 
in 1882 to ITiO, 000,000 tons, whilu that of 
the United States in the same time had 
reached 90,000,000 tons. Aa8uniini;(as we 
reasonably may) that the whole output of 
the world was around 4O0,00(l,l)Ot) touH lor 
the yt'ar fiidoil -luno 3ll, 1881, the shnrn of 
Euf^luiid would bo ;i7' 5 por cont. and of tho 
Uuitod Stittt'S 21 per cent. Wo ilcdnco 
from these ligurt-s that, while England's 
production, with reforence to the whole pro- 
duction of the world, ha.s dropped 7% por 
cent, iu the last five years, that of thu 
United Btntea has risen nearly 4 per cent. 
And this will surprise no one when we state 
that the whole area of known coal lands in 
the Uiuted Kingdom is but ll.i^OU stiuaru 
miles, against 192,0110 siiuaro miles iu Ihu 
United States that wo know of, and urob- 
Hbly 300,000 ;;th;;r .i.jii.ii-,. ,.,ul-s i:-xistiug, 
but not yet devi'lopiil or asoortuinoil to a 
certainty. Tho iucrouso of prodiietiou in 
England from 1879 to 1881 was but liij j 
per cent., against DUJj por rent, in tho 
United States. In tons, tho increase of 
England iu tho nvo years was but 1(1,200,000; 
iu the United States 30,000,000 tons, aud 
their gi'eatest increase has beou in the last 
year. 

TEE INJUNCTION CASE. 

In the injunction case of Anderson vs. 
the Corporation of tho City of A'ictoria 
and the B. C. Agricultural Society it was 
decided that the complainant had no 
status, inasmuch as ho could establish no 
claim for personal dam.ige suatained 
through tlie erection of .agricultural 
buildings within the park enclosure. The 
attorney-general was then asked to allow 
his name to be used us plaiiitiil' in tho 
case, to which, as tho representative of 
the crown, he felt it his duty to accede. 
The cose will now bo heard on its merits. 
When it will be called depends upon 
counsel for tho relator, aa it is understood 
that the attorney general will appear only 
nominally. In tlio course of \\\a remarks 
Sir M. B. Begbie plainly said that the 
cricket club had no legal claim to the land 
which they enclosed many years aj^o. LIo 
might have referred to the estahlishnioiit 
of a militia camp in the park, from which 
the public were e.xcluded by armed sen- 
trios. Also, to tho erection of a grand 
stand to which admission was only gained 
on payment of a sum of money, and to 
the erection of booths for tho sale of 
drink in several parts of tho park. If the 
park cannot bo used for so good an abject 
as the advancement of agriculture, surely 
it cannot be used for any of the purposes 
to which we have referred. These 
allusions may, in the opinion of Sir 
Matthew, bo "nonsensical.' Perhaps, in 
law, they arc; but they are (|uito aa forci- 
ble and much more recent than the 
precedent i|uoted by tho chief justice yea 
terday. Far be it from ua to attempt to 
set our dictum above the opinion of the 
distinguished jurist before whom this im- 
portant case has been brought; but it is 
the earnest wish of all citizens that the 
matter should be fully discussed and ven- 
tilated so that, when a decision has been 
rendered, the rights of the public and the 
trustees of the park may be fully defined. 
We can see none but a public object to 
be served in according tho Agricultural 
Society perm ssion to erect their buildings 
in tho park. But it may boa fortunate 
thing that the matter has been agitated, 
BO that in future mistakes shall be avoided. 

ENGLAND'S COLONIAL THOUB- 
LE8. 

It is a fact worthy of notice that Eng- 
land at the present moment stands ac- 
tually alone in Europe. .She had difli- 
culties with each of the three great pmv- 
ers, though not being at active liostilitios 
with any of them. In every case the 
trouble is in reference to colonial affairs. 
There is not a coniinont in tho world in 
which England and I''r;Lnco aro not at 
loggerheads. In Ainuricii it is over the 
French eoa.it of Now l<'(jundland atl'airs; 
in Africa over Egypt and Madagascar; in 
Australia over thu convict settloinont in 
New Caledonia; in Asia over China, in 
which England has colonies, and with 
which she has an extremely hii'no tr.idu. 
There are no lOuropoan ipiostious upon 
which these tifo countries are at issue. 
Then, with llusaia, England is at present 
negotiating for tho settlement of the lung- 
standing question of (lU.Hsian frontier in 
Asia. England wants to keep Rusiia at 
a safe distance from India. [ivm with 
Germany, whose policy has herot(jforo 
been anti colonial, England has come into 
collision in South Africa. CJermany has 
established a colony at Angra Poouona, 
and Cape Colony disliking a foreign neigh- 
bor so near, has annexed all tho roinain- 
ing unanne.xod territory in that [lurt of 
the World. It is said that iilroady (!or- 
many's preaenco on the continent has 
made the Boers more insolent and aggros 
Sivo,. Tho Boors, though Dutchmen, 
looked for and received assistance from 
Germany in their recent quarrel with 
England.

CHINA. 

Couibet telegraphs:— The operations in 
iliii river are ooncludBd. Tliey Avera at- 

teuiieil ■nntli complete success. All batterries 
on the ri-ver arc destroyed and moat of tho 
cauuou exploded.

The Chiuese 
consider the Foo Ohow afifalr as an net of 
treachery ou the part of Courbet, who took 
advantage of the liberty accorded warships 
to outer Chinese ports. The barbarity of 
continuing tho Are hours after tho Chinese 
vcrisals ecn.sed tiring is the cause for the iii- 
tonso exciteiiiont against Europeans. 

SiiA.s'niiAi, Aug. 30. — All the Frencli 
have left Canton. It is now assorted that 
Admiral Courbet has left Min rivar with 
tho iuteutiuii of going to Canton. All 
French war ships and merchant vessels 
which attempt to enter the leading treaty 
ports are forbidden, and those in port 
are ordered to depart; immediately. 

RUSSIA. 

Si'. Pktersbitko, Aug. 30. — Another 
outbreak against tho Jowa has occurred 
at Leiibrovilea, near Kovena, in Weatoni 
Russia. An anti-sometic mob pillaged 
shops Mid liousSs. Many Jews wore 
wounded during tho riot, and one woman 
was killed. The police aud clergy woro 
powerless to quell the disturbance. 

GuKs-sA, Aug. 30, — Details of the attempt- 
ed shooting a few days ago of Col. Kitau- 
sky of this city, hitherto supijrossed, are 
now puldio. Tho motive inciting the young 
woman Marin Kalismaja to attempt llm 
(.lespcratK deed was a desire for revenge. 
Kitausky had seiitenctii hor Inotlior, a 
member" of the revolutionary society, to 
peual servitude for life. The girl eiitoreil 
Kitausky's private room and twenty minutes 
later drew a revolver aud llred jioiut blank 
at the offleer. TLo bullet grazed his ear 
and before she could fire agaiu Kitausky 
seized the veapon and placed tho young 
womau under arrest. 

EGYPT, 

Aden, Aug. 30. — Two hundred Abys- 
sinians, under Rasaloula, attacked Karen, 
but were put to utter rout by Egyptian 
troopjs, only aix escaping. 

Caiho, Aug. 30.— The StaU'ordahire and 
Berkshire regiments are being pushed 
after the Sussex rBgiment, whi«h has ar 
rived at Wadyhalfa, as rapidly as possi- 
ble. 

Cairo, Aug. 30.— Gen. Wood, Col. 
Duncan and Major Sandwich, with two 
companies of Egyptian troops, have ar- 
rived at Wadyhalfa.

This case was 
called in open court at 12, noon, yesterday . 
Mr. Thso. Davie said ho had communi- 
cated with tho attorney general, who 
said that ho would consider wholhor ho 
would allow his name to be used as a 
plaintill' in this action, and thatjho (the 
attorney general) would attend the court 
this morning. 

'The cily justice s.iid counsel for tho 
dcfetico had made no attempt to defend 
thu act of the corporation, having con- 
tented themselves with objecting to 
the form of the complaint and his lord- 
ship apprehended that thoy were correct. 
His lordship continued that in no other 
place could so extraordinary an act aa 
that complained of exist. 

Mr. T. Davie aaid that ho had no 
right to join tho attorney general aa a 
plaintilT against his will. 

His lordship. — As a defendant you 
have. 

Mr. Pollard said that tho attorney gen- 
eral could nut be a defendant — ho intiat 
be a piaintiir or nothing. If tho att'jrnoy I 
general did not intervene of his ovirn ac- 
cord aa plaintill' the whole proceedings 
must drop. 

His lordship repeated that in no other 
cirilizod. country could this state uf thiiies 
occur. If tho defendants' counsel ob- 
jo«tod to tho form of the complaint, and 
the objection was anatained, then the 
[ilaintiti would have to pay the costs. 

Tho attorney general hero entered tho 
court. 

Tho chief justice, addressing the attor 
ney general, said that he wished to know 
wholhor he would allow his mime tu bo

— In saying this ho did so irrea[iBC- | 
li\e of hia coUeaguea, and tho Crown [ 
would bo placed in a very peculiar po- 
sition should hu refuse to come into court 
at all; bocauao it would bo invidious on 
hi." p.irt to refnao to afford the litigants an 
opportunity to determine what wore the 
public rights.

Tho chief justice said the best way 
would be for iMr. T. Davio to dismiss hia 
action and pay hia coats on that and then 
lilo a fresh complaint. 

Mr. Pollard— The action of Mr. Ander- 
sun must bo dismissed and thou if the ill 
torney general chooaea to lake [iroceed- 
mgs he can do so, 

Mr. Theo. Davie said ho pro[)osud to 
amend his action by turning it into an in- 
furniation and then apply fur a conlinii- 
aiice of tho injuuclion until tho hearing. 
He quoted authority to support his view. 

Mr. Pollard — Tlio attorney general 
cannot consent except by tiat. 

The chief j ustice ridiculed that idea and 
Mr. 1'. Davio quoted authority to shou 
that it waa orroneoua. 

Tho chief juatieu aaid that lio.xeon Hill 
Park was by tho operation of two atatutes 
placed under tho control and vested in 
the corporation of Victoria. Trustees 
were originally appointed and tho park 
waa set apart as a public park or [liea- 
•ioro ground for the recreation and onjoy- 
nienl of the public. Tho city council now 
stood in the relation of truateoa and they 
had power to erect foiicea or palliaades, 
plant shrubbery, erect buildings, and 
make walks. Stress was laid on the word 
"buildings" as if it referred to a inusa 
such as these; but hia lordship was sure 
it could not mean that. The park waa re- 
served for the "recreation and onjoynient" 
of tho public. Tho two acts taken to- 
gether made it clear to his mind that thu 
park was not intended to bo set apart for 
the purposes of an agricultural society. It 
waa a breach of trn.it to [leruiit that to bo 
done. His lorilshii) then rcfurri d to a case iu 
I'.nghmd whero the viee-ehanei-Uor allow- 
ed Ijuildiiigs for a public library and 
suliool of art to go up on the fraetiou of ii 
i|uarler of an acre in a public park but 
refused acreage for town Imililings. 'L'ln' 
mombora of thu agrieullnral soeiiUy were 
highly respectable citizens, but as a body 
they had no cousistenoy and could not be 
sui d. They were au inarticulate association 
whicli the city of Victoria i)roposed to 
grant 20 aeres-- a sixth part of tlie whole 
liark— there hud bi-en constant encroach- 
ments on those huigs of the rily. Any one 
who reiueinbered tho park 'ifi ycurs ago 
would reinonilier it as a >ery dill'erent afViiir 
lo what it is now. The ei(y council i)ro[ioBe 
to lalie 2(1 aeres of the [lark anil give il to a 
body of geutlemeu who had no legal exia- 
teiico. The buildings were to be turned into 
immigrant sbeda and cattle pens. One of 
the arguments used yesterday was that tho 
society would Buft'er great pecuniary logs if 
the injunction was continued; but that was 
no argument against tho injniietion any 
more tlinn ihe objection raised to tho see- 
nitary of the society being made u party to 
this suit. The order Hhould be served on 
the president aud secretary of the soeiety. 
Tho eorporatio)!' hold tho laud upon the 
most sacred trust aud they were throwing il 
away by pioconieal. It was the most pre- 
posterous act that was ever attempted. Jlr. 
Oavio might take leave to continue the 
injunction and an order would bo issued to 
restrain tho president and secretary from 
proceeding with the buildings. 

Mr. Pollard — .in information cannot bo 
of any avail without the signature of the 
attornoy-geuoral. And suppose that waa 
withheld'? 

'Ihe chief justice continued that be be- 
longed to au oBBOcialiou (the Victoria Oric- 



ket Club) to whom tho corporation liud 
said tliey could not guarantee tho posses- 
sion of live aeres of hind from year to year. 
A temporary fence had been put around a 
live-acre piece, but when it was found that 
tho soil couUI not be protected for the uso 
of tho club tho land had beou allowed to lio 
waste. Au order would be made on tho 
terms his lordship bad stated. 

Mr. Hett said thiere was no intentiou of 
erecting immigration sheds. He asked that 
the real hearing of tho case should be ex- 
pedited. 

The chief justice — If the plaintiff docs 
not exiieilite the case you may move to 
dismiss with costs. 

Mr. Hett — The soeiety never should have 
been joined in this suit.

Upon the Baracoa Kiver. 

It was one sunny afternoon in Feb- 
ruary when wo startinl, three of us, for 
a little tour of liiscovery up one of tho 
small rivers which drain the beautiful 
island of Cuba. 

We loft the vessel in our dory, tho on- 
ly small boat we had, and rowed past 
a Spanish gunboat and through a 
swarm of fruit lighters to the wharf, 
by tho siiio of which tho river outers 
tho harbor. As we wont up by tho 
wharf, the two guards who aro always 
on watch there, came to tho side and 
looked into our boat to see that wo 
smu^led nothing ashore, but being 
satisfied of our peaceful intentions, they 
sauntered back to a crowd of loungers, 
while wo passed on. 

Wo pass first the fruit houses of the 
shipping firms, where wo seococoanuts 
piled up, as we here aro accustomed to 
see coal in tlie sheds, and then past a 
battery of back doors which open right 
on to the riyen Hero we have a grand 
. chance to study the domestic life of tho 
Cubans, and in some instances the 
siglits that we saw were very amusing. 
, One thing that we noticed which struck 
us as being rather peculiar, was tliatall 
tho ladies smoked, not the dainty little 
cigarettes whiuh our American girls 
have been known to indulge in, but 
'real long, strong cigars, "casadora!?, " 
as they call them. It was like listening 
to music to hear them talk, for such a 
melodious language I never before 
heard: 

Tho next object of interest that wo 
pass is the cocoanut mill where all 
broken or "bad nats, and In fact every- 
thing that would otherwise be wasted, 
are ground up to make cocoa or palm 
oil. This is on the outskirts of tho 
town, and soon after leaving it wo pass 
a narrow, deep channel in tho river, 
with a banana grove on one side and a 
tangled mass of wild grape on tho oth- 
„or. Here tho sua breeze is broken and 
the river is as still as a pond. There 
Is no sound but tho plash of our oars 
and the occasional whistle of a bird, 
and as wo float lazily onward it seems 
hard to believe that it is not all a 
dream. Still more unnatural does It 
seem as wo come to an opening and aoo 
ahead of us a grove of tall, stately palm 
' trees, and it Is no wonder that to our 
unaccustomed eyes tlio scone is one of 
delight and surprise. 

Just beyond tho palm grove is a ford 
in tho rivor where wo expocled to drag 
,onr boat but we pass it all right, and 
' here 'a novel sight presents itself to our 
view; All along both sides of tho riv- 
er, standing In tho water, are women 
and childriMi, mo.stly black, washing 
clothes. 'J'lioir luaniKn- of wfisbiiig is 
very difl'erout from wliat wo have seen 
anywhere else, and is certainly one of 
tho most ])oculiar features of the peo- 
ple. Thov stand in tiie water and 
rinse their clothes, and then pound 
"'■'tHem'"'6n the smooth, flat rocks which 
lie in the edge of tho water, and hang 
them to dry on tlio buslies all around. 

Wo kept on througli tlio files of 
washers wlio paid no particular atten- 
tion to us, so that wo had a good 
chance to watch their oporations. Wo 
noticed that almost all of them after 
washing their clothes took a ducking 
themsulves, which is quite an advan- 
tage over tho American washerwoman.
